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ALBERTA’S WINNINGS AT 
THE BIG EXHIBITION 

Once again Alberta exhibitors 
in both grain and live stock 
came to the fore in the prize 
lists of tho royal winter fair at 
Toronto, and the international 
show at Chicago. 

At ( hicago, for the seventh 
lime in 11 years, Alberta, enpt 
ured the world title i n wheat. 
This year’ s victor was John B. 
Allsop of Wembley, 20 years 
old. a native of Calgary, and 
member of the Grande i’rairie 
junior grain club. lie farms 
near Herman Trelle, former 
world wheat champion, and w on 
at Chicago with Reward Wheat, 
lie is tlie first junior farmer ti 
win the title. I rst year, bn 
Smith, junior farmer from lid- 
son, won the world title in ats 
Othe r championships taken at 
Chicago this year included that 
in field beans by II. Graham 
of Iron Springs, near Lethbridge 
the reserve championship going 
t.i C. Griffin of Brooks, while 
the championship in timothy 
seed went t„ A. Mongeon of 
Fincher Creek. Herman Trelle 
won reserve championship in 
oats. 

Alberta has won tho world 
wheat title eight times in the 
l ast eleven years, sevei of 
these being taken at Chicago 
and the other at Region Grain 
Congress last year. 

At Chicago, live stock exhib¬ 
its from Alberta vere entered 
this-year for tho fhst time in 
a number of years, and won 
importatnt amards. Craw ford 
Frost of Nantom, Hereford 
breeder, won a first place, and 
the Prince of Wales Shoiticrns 
also made outstanding wins, a- 
mong which was first in get cf 
sire. 

At Toronlto Royal Fair, one 
of Alberta’s important success 
es was the winning of the Can¬ 
adian championship in junior 
cattle judging contests, by the 
beet calf club team from La 
combe, Henry Magilton and Ed¬ 
ward Chessor.. In the individ 
ual junior grain exhibits, the 
Sebastian brothers of Wembley 
won first and sec nd place in 
spring wheat, and John Kovic’i 
of Lethbridge won first place i.i 
six-rowed barley. In the adult 
(lasses Bryant of Boyle won 
first in swiet clover, and Art 
Smith of Wembley, first in rye 
grass.
